Norway Rejects Pact That 
Would Prohibit Signing 
North Atlantic Alliance 


Stockholm, Sweden, Feb. 9 — Wl 


—Sweden said today Norway had 
rejected a 10-year 
military 
pact 


with Sweden because it would have 
kept her from joining a stronger 
group such as the proposed North 
Atlantic alliance. 


A joint declaration on Swedish 


foreign policy by Premier Tago 
Erlander and Foreign Minister M. 
Osten Unden expressed regret that 
Norway turned down the Swedish 
offer. 


The declaration, read to both 


houses 
of parliament 
today, 
re- 
stated Sweden's decision to keep 
out of the cold war, as well as 
the North Atlantic pact. 


The Swedish leaders said Swe- 
den had taken a big step 
away 


from her traditional policy of neu- 
trality in offering a full military 
alliance to Norway and Denmark, 
her Scandinavian neighbors.

President Truman is more hopeful 
about lhe 'international situation 
than he has been in months. 


This hope is not based on any 
particular recent development, but 
mostly on the general and gradual 
success of the Marshall plan in 
the European nations outside the 
iron curtain. 


This picture of the president's 


optimism comes from his closest 
consultants.The president feels that 
every day without war is a day 
on the side of peace. 


As one of his close advisers said, 
he believes thai lime is on 
Ihis 


country's side the 
longer 
the 
world goes without a shooting war, 
the less the chance of one. 


On mailers like recent Russian 


j pressures on Norway, he feels that 
Russia is heckling,

than 
threatening. 


"He was never taken in by the 


so-called Stalin 'peace offensive,' " 
one informant said. "He spotted

I an effort for publicity.rThe Russians 
have "never talked to him about 
a meeting wilh Stalin." 
. Never has the president utlered 
more sincere words tha nhis oft- 
repeated "all I want is peace in 
the world." People who have known 
him for years say he would sacri- 
fice any domestic political gain in 
the interest of a world without war.

to-the-minute world 
developments 


from this government's intelligence 
services. He ponders

brief, 


colorless document before he starts 
what invariably is a wearying day 
of callers. 


Mr. Truman is a hard-to-boat

He knows con- 
ditions right now are delicate, but 
he feels that the people who have 
been helped by our economic as- 
sistance program are pro-Ameri- 
can.

Corn Shucks 
Make Good 
Door Mais 


Corn shucks make excellent ma- 
terial for door mats. Home Demon- 
stration Agent Lorraine 
Black- 


wood says to select clean hsucks, 
discard the soft inner ones because 
they may cause thin or weak spots 
in the mat. Cut off and discard the 
cupped stiff end of shucks — the 
part that grows next to the stock. 
Then cut the shucks into strips two 
inches wide. 


Just before braiding shucks, dam- 


pen them slightly. Care should bo 
taken not to get the shucks too wet 
at they may mildew before they 
dry out. 


Braid 
strips of shucks into a 
three-strand brnid to later be sewed 
into an oval or rectangular rug, 
Mrs.Blackwood explains, fold strips 
lengthwise and braid as any three- 
fold braid. The only difference in 
braiding a shuck rug mat ami a rag 
rug is that with the shucks the 
strands are pieced or spliced by 
overlapping and arc not sewed to- 
gether. 


The most desirable door mat is 
the shag type. To start a braid for 
this type of rug, tie three folded 
shuck strips together about 1 >,fc in- 
ches from base end. Next, start an 
ordinary three-strand braid. When 
about l'/a inches have been braided 
you are ready to add one new 
strand though you have not reach- 
ed the end of, any strand. Add this 
new strand in such a way that the 
base end will not be hidden, but 
will stand from 1 to Hi inchos a- 
bove the surface of the rug. Thus, 
the new and old strips are added 
one at a time in a similar manner. 
The braid will be .very rough on the 
top side as these exposed ends are 
to stand up like pile on the finished 
rlig or mat. 


When about two yards of braid 
have been finished, start sewing 
braid into a rug. Use very strong 
thread of the mattress thread qual- 
ity. Be careful not to ship braids on 
the bottom as any thread stitches 
exposed to the floor will break 
long before the rug is ready to dis- 
card. Use a flat bodkin for a needle 
when sewing rug braids together. 
Slip bodkin into loop of one braid, 
then straight across to pick up one 
loop of the touching braid. Use the 
backstitch method to assure firm- 
ness. Continue sewing until rug is 
desired size. 


Be sure rug remains perfectly 


flat as braids are sewed around. A 
shuck rug made, in this way should 
outwear any commercial fiber door 
mat on the market. Mrs. Black- 
wood asserts.
